A Report Expected to be Made to the 
Legislature Today. 


Senator Felton Receives His Com- 
mission—Senate and Assembly .

SACRAMENTO, March 23.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Another meeting 
of the joint committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the disclosures of the State 
Library waste basket, was held this af- 
ternoon at 1:30 o’clock in the Supreme 
Court room. 

Attorney-General Hart stated that 
of the witnesses he had subpmuaed, 
three were present, and he thought 
they ought to be allowed to make 
statements. The three men referred 
to were John T. Dare, W. 1. Carr and 
W. H. Brown. 

John T. Dare was first called. He 
said he came here at 12:30 o’clock on 
the morning of the |7tb. 

He was asked if he had ever ex- 
pended any money to influence legisla- 
tion during the present session. He 
replied that he had not. He said he 
had not been inthe State Library on 


‘the day the discoveries were made. 


He did notknow John B. Jones, and 
while here he did not meet either Dib- 
ble or Marion. 

W. B. Carr was the next witness. 
He came, he said, on the evening train 
on Monday, the 

The Attorney-General askea bim if 
he had used apy money to influence 
legislation. Hé replied that he had 
not. He did not know the treasurer 
of the Southern Pacific Company and 
did not know John LB. Jones. He had 
never heard of him until he saw his 
name in the papers. He rode up from 
the train on the night he arrived in 4 
carriage with Thomas Dargie. 

He was asked if he saw Dibble that 
He replied that he could not 
remember, but be saw him quite often. 
**I may have seen him that evening,”’ 
he testified, “for I remember | talked 
to him very strongly on the Senatoriai 
question. I did not band him a pack- 
age of greenbacks on that night or at 
any other time.” 

Witness then said he would like to 
make astatement.

New York, March 22.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The official announce- 
ment was made tonight that tne Wash- 
ington National Bank at No. 1 Broad- 
way would not open its doors tomor- 
row. The bank’s resources have been 
loaned..out by the president to two 
friends and the discovery of its con- 
dition was accidentally made. The 
bank is not a member of the Clearing. 
house Association, but clears through 
the Gallatin National Bank. Un- 
der the rule of the clearing- 
house which wentinto effect ,sanuary 
1, banks clearing in this way must 
submit their accounts to examination 
by the clearing-bouse. Today Bank 
Examiner Hepburn, representing the 
ciearing-house, appeared at the Wasli- 
ington Bank to examine its affairs. He 
soun discovered that its capital was 
exhausted. 

As soon as this announcement was 
made, President Sherman, who has 
been in charge of the bank, was 
prostrated, but recovered sufti- 
ciently to inform the directors 
that. he had been two iiberal 
in lending money to his friends. ‘I'wo 
accounts have been discovered, foot- 
ing up $121,000, that are probably total 
losses. One is for $70.000 secured by 
poor and worthless collateral, and the 
other is a draft for $50;000 on John 
Silva, which has been cashed by the 
president and “hung on the hook.” 
it is said there is a promise to make 
it good tomorrow. The bank bad a 
capital of $300,000 and deposits ot 

The only officers present 
when the complete announcement was 
|} maade by the bank examiner were the 
cashier, J. T. Grainger, and Dourector 
Sidney Tilghman. ‘Lhe president had 
gone away, noone knew where. The 
president of the Gallatin Bank at once 
gave notice that his institution would 
po longer clear for the Washington 
Bank. This news prevented any at- 
tempt being made to take up the losses. 

Director Tilghman said: bank 
will be placed in charge of Bank Ex- 
aminer Hepburn and most probabiy 
wound up. lam positive every deposi- 
tor will be paid in full.’ 

Cashier Grainger said the develop- 
ments were a surprise to both. himseif 
and the directors. Noneof them had 
any idea the president was involved in 
avy irregular transactions, and he 
could say nothing about the details of 
the metuod by which the funds were 
withdrawn. 

Director Tilghman said he discoy- 
ered some slight irregularities about a 
week ago. An investigation disciosed 
an impairment of the ital in the 
neighborhood of $75,000. “The Officials

were made good. Tilghman was 
about to pay in a check for 
$75,000 today when President

The Colonists also Overruledin Their - 
Disoute with France—They 
Talk Annexation to This 
Country. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lonvon, March 23.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.}—The correspond- 
ence with Newfoundland on the pro- 
posed fishery convention between New- 
foundiand and the United States, is 
published. The first commuasicatioi 
is a letter from the Governor of New- 
foundland to the Imperial Colonial 
Secretary, giving the minutes of the 
Newfoundiand Council in favor of a 
separate arrangement with the United 
States of fishery and commercial ques- 
tions, as opposed to — with 
Canada. 

Lord Knutsford April 12, 1890, as 
sented to Newfoundiand’s direct 
negotiations with the Government at 
Washington, On October 27, 1890, Sir 
Charies Tupper protested against the 
departure from the old policy of 
the codperation as did also Sir John 
MacDonald. 

Lord Kuutsford on November 4 
cabled that the Colonial Secretary of 
Newfoundland had no power to nego- 
tiate and that the government had 
communicated with Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote in regard to the Dominion’s de- 
sire to be inciuded in any arrange- 
ment. 

On October 10 Sir Julian wired that 
Mr. Blaine had received Bond, Colonial 
Secretary of Newfoundland, unoffi- 
cially, and had a long interview the 
result of which was the drafting ofa 
convention by Sir Julian. -A--copy- of 
this convention was sent to Lord Stan- 
ley, Governor-General of Canada, and 
elicited a cablegram from him 

rotesting against it, while Newfoun 
[a nd urged that there must be no delay, 
contending that Newfoundland ought 
not to be involved in a Canadian dis- 

ute. 
. Lord Knutsford, in response, held 
that a convention ‘could not be made 
exclusively in Newfoundland’s inter- 
est, and on January 23, 1891, aavised 
Newfoundiand that the imperial gov- 
ernment was compelled to maintain the . 
dela 

February 10 the Newfoundland 
government responded that they could 
not comprehend the failure to ratify, 
declaring that the imperial government 
was doing it subservience to 
Canadian politics to ruin the pros- 
pects of the colony, and demand- 
ing an explicit answer, the Governor - 
of the colony having stent the recently 
adopted resolutions of the Newfound- 
land Legislature. 

Lord Koutsford, in his final reply, 
March 12, contended that Bond’s in- 
structions while in Washington in no- 
wise implied that a convention couid 
then be concluded, and that the Legis- 
ture records were an inaccurate view 
of the transaction. 


THE FRENCH IMBROCLIO..«~ 


Islanders Think Their Rights Are 
Being Surrendered. 

LonvoN, March 23.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| William Henry 
Smith, first lord of the treasury, in the 
Commons today, replying to questions 
asked by Gladstone and others, said 
that Lord Kuutsford, secretary of state 
for the colonial department, on Satur- 
| day last had cabled to O’Brien, Gov- 
ernor of Newfoundland, saying that 
the bill giving effect to the modus 
vivendi would not be proceeded with 
until April 16, thus giving time for 
further communications on the subject 
between the imperial and colonial gov- 
ernments. The proposais of the New- 
foundland delegates for settling the 
whole question by territorial conces- 
sions, or by some other equivalent, 
added Mr. Smith, had been submitted 
to the French government. 

These proposals, however, have been 
declined, France declaring that she 
would be unable to negotiate for the 
surrender of ber rights until the ques- 

tion of the rights had been authborita- 
tively settled. 

In the House of Lords, Salisbury 
' made a statement similar to that made 
iby Smith in the Commons, adding, 
Abowever, that the bill would not be 
taken up before April 23. 

EXCITED ISLANDERS. 

Bosron, March 23.—The Herald’s 
Halifax special says: ‘“‘Grreat excite- 
ment exists in Newfoundland over the 
action of the imperial government in 
referring ouly one feature of the fisher- 
ies troubles with France toarbitration, 
'and the attempted passage of an act 
through the British Parhament to 
coerce Newfoundland into carrying 


out tbe modus vivendi. In the 
Legislature party lines are ob- 
literated, and most violent 


speeches ‘have been made by men on 
both sides, denouncing the ‘cowardly 
and treacherous conduct of the British 
government.’ Delegates will be ap- 
poluted to immedfately proceed to Lon- 
don to formally protest, not only

THE LATEST PHASE IN A DIS- 
GUSTING CASE. 


Attemptto Marrya 12-year-old Girl 
. to Get Her Out of the Cus- 
tody of the Officers 
of the Law. 


Yesterday a notorious character named 
W. L. Brush, presented himself at the 
County Clerk’s office and applied for a mar- 
riage license for himself and Minnie B. 
Hunneweil, whose age be gave atl3. He 
presented notes from the giri’s mother and 
father, in which they gave their consent to 
the marriage. This being the case, the 
certificate was issued as requested. 

Later, Brush and the girl presented them- 
selves to Rev. J. S. Dill of the Central Bap- 
tist church, and requested him to perform 
the ceremouy. Rev. Dillexamined the li- 
cense and then declined to marry the couple 
until he had “looked into the facts under 
which the license had been obtained. The 
result of this investigation was that po mar- 
= ceremony was performed, nor will be. 

r. Dill called on several prominent at- 
torneys, who advised him that a marriage 
could not be legally performed, ayd itis 
hardly probable that any further effort will 
be made in that direction. 

The girl Minnie Hunnewell, above re- 
ferrea to, is the same one refe 
article published in Tur Times on Satur- 
day last, who had been takeu in charge by 
Humane Officer Wright, at the solicitation 
of ber elder sister, Mrs. Rhea. The mother 
is a common prostitute, and the aay: in- 
cluding the father, ace supported by the 
earnings of hershame. The history of the 
family, as detailed by the elder sister, is 
one of the most borrible on record, and re- 
veais a depth of depravity almost without 
parallel. According to Mrs. Knea’s story, 
her father had been taking improper lib- 
erties with her as far back as her recollec- 
tion extended. He accomplished her ruin 
when she was only 12 years of age, 
and continued to maintain illicit re 
lations with her almost up to the, 
day she was married, some two or three 
years ago. This, she says, was carried on 
with the knowledge of her unnatural 
mother, if not with herconnivance. After 


her roper it she says ber father again took 
impro berties on one occasion, when 
she told her husband, and since that time he 


has not molested her. This girl is now about 
19 years of age, and, so far as can be ascer- 
tained, no one has ever accused her of any 
wrong. She says that she brought the mat- 
ter to the attention of the authorities to try 
and save her sister from ruin, and to rescue 
her from the horrors which herself had un- 
dergone, and that notbing else would have 
induced her to make public the horrible 
story. 

The girl Minnie, who, it may be said, Is 
only 12 years of age, not 13, as stated in the 
license, has already been in the custody 
of tha police, baving been caught late at 
nightina hallway ofthe house at the cor- 
ner of Main and ‘rhird streats in a com- 
promising position with this same man 
Brush,» who applied for the marriage li- 
cense. Brush, too, has been in several dis- 
graceful affairs, and is accredited with the 
ruin of two other girls who are now in the 
Magdalen in San Francisco. 

Hunnewell has also beea in trouble with 
the police, having been arrested in June, 
1889, for petty larceny, but was acquitted on 
his wife and other members of the family 
ay that he was weak-minded.

ie did not have long to wait when the 
man who thought him fardway put in an 
appearance. ‘he busband' watched until he 
became satisfied that his honor wasin dan- 
ger, when he rusbed in armed with a heavy 
hammer. He attacked Steve and left him 
for dead with an ugly wound in the head. 
The wounded man did not die at once, but

CIVIL SUITS. 


An Anomalous Foreclosure 
Suit to be Heard. 


FIGUEROA HOTEL PROPERTY. 


Three Written Opinions by 
Judge OClark—Court Notes 
—New Cases. 


Wednesday next a rather anomalous fore- 
closure suit will come up sgaiu in Depart- 
ment Four of thé Superior Court. {tis the 
suit of S.G. Burbridge against P. H. Lem- 
mert, to toreclose a $12,000 mortgage upon 
the Figueroa Hotei property. 

The mortgage was given in 1889 and was 
to rua five years, ‘The plaintiff now en- 
deavors to foreclose the mortgage for the 
reason that he alleges the interest payments 
have not been made. 


The defendant claims that the mortgage 
cannot be foreclosed until the five years has 
expired, and that the contract requiring in- 
terest payments is vitiated. Under the 
Constitution of the State of California, any 
agreement by which a mortgagor agrees to 
pay taxes on a mortgage makes the contract, 
in so far as interest is concerned, void. 

There was an agreement, so it is claimed, 
between Burbridge and Lemmert whereby 
the latter was to pay the interest yupon the 
mortgage. He now pleads that asa defenso 
ageinet foreclosure, asserting that the 
bim to pay interest on the 

‘The case will come up for further hear- 
ing on Wednesday. 

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

Judge E. M. Ross in the United State 
Circuit Court yesterday handed down an 
important decision in the case of the 
Farmer’s Loan and Trust Company against 
the San Diego Street Car Cempany. ‘The 
decision was in favor of the defendant cor- 
poration. 

This was a suit broughtto foreclose a 
mortgage for $250,000 upon the property of 
thecofporation, secured by an issue of bonds 
The legality of the action of the.board of di- 
rectors of the street car company in issuing 
the bonds was at issue. The judge holds 
that the bonds were illegally issued. It 
was therefore ordered that the complaint 
be dismissed as soon as the receiver of the 
street car company filed his report. 

The opinion in this case was importan 
because of the beretofore disputed points o 
law as to the authority vested in directors 
of corporations which it decides. The de- 
cision was voluminous. 

THREE DECISIONS. 

Judge Clark in Department Three yester- 
day handed down written opinions in three 
different cases: 


In the case of Will Riley against Ray 
Nance an opinion in favor of the defendant 
was given. The court held that an attach- 
ment merged in the lien of a judgment and 
ceased on perfecting an appeal and execut- 
ing an undertaking as specified in the code 
of civil procedure. A motion for a non- 
suit was therefore allowed. 

In the ceses of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany against M. L. Wicks, three suite in 
a motion for a non-sult is al- 
owe 

In the case of John Allen against R. 
Williams a judgment was given the plain- 
tiff. It was alleged thatthe defendant in- 
vested $5000 which he beld in trust,and that 
as a result only $2400 was realized from the 
investment. Then suit was brought to re- 
cover the remaining $2600. Judge Clark 
decides that Williams must make the $2600, 
ashe bad no authority to iavest the funds 
be held in trust.

The motion accepting the deea and direct- 
ing’ the City Clerk to put them on record 
was adopted by a vote ot 7 rhe and 2 nays. 
Councilmen McGarry and ‘Tufts vated in 
the negative, 
The deed of the city to the parties was 
then read and approved. (t was ordered re- 
rded by a vote of 7 ayes and 2 nays, 
Councilman McGarry and ‘Tufts voting in 
the negative. 
A recess was taken until 2 o’clock p. m. 


Afternoon Session.

Councilman Summenand thought: the or- 
divance was unjust to the side streets, and 
moved to lay on the table. 

A vote was taken, and the motion to table 
was lost by a vote of 4 to 5. 

A general discussion followed, Council- 
mab Innes wanting the ordinance amended 
so as tO include all private as welt as pub- 
lic vehicies.

The Street Superintendent «presented a 
report in the matter of the grading of Breea 
street, saying the colitractor has abandoned 
the work, and asking that the City Attoryey 
be instructed to commence proceedings 
against his bondsmen, ‘The report was 
adopted.

TABERNACLE TROUBLES 


HUGH FRASER’S REPLY TO DR. 
-ELLIS’S ATTACK. 


He Characterizesthe Pastor’s Denial 
as Absolutely False, and Says 
that He Acknowledged 
His Guilt, 


Treasurer Fraser, of the San Francisco 
Tabernacie, does not seem disposed to rest 
easy under the attack made on him by Dr. 
Ellis, Dut now that the ex-pastor has opened 
the way, seems disposed to give the entire 
history of the difficulty. Sunday’s Chron- 
icle contains the following in regard tothe 
controversy: 


The reply of Rev. Dr. John W. Ellis to 
serious charges preferred against him by 
Hugh Fraser, treasurer of the board of 
trustees of the Central Presbyterian taber- 
nacie, bas placed the unfortunate affair 
even ina worse light than it was before. 
Mr. Frezer, when seen last night, charac- 
terized Dr. Ellis’ denial as absolutely faise. 

“When I assumed charge of the funds of 
the church as treasurer,’’ said Mr. Fraser, 
“I found that there was no account what- 
ever of the disposal of the last loan con- 
tracted by the church. The outgoing treas- 
urer, Mr. Overstreet, should have had 
exclusive control, with the directors, of the 
funds, which they turned overto Dr. Ellis. 
They had no right whatever to do this, but 
1 demanded a st tement and an itemized 
account from Dr. Ellis. 

gave it to me, and I discovered that 
it contained several serious discrepancies. 
Two bilis which had been paid were 
raised by him in amount, one to the 
extent of $50, and the other toa little over 
$30. Ilset to work immediately upon the 
matter. Two detectives were employea, 
and it was found that in the statement sub- 
mitted by Dr. Ellis several bills for paint- 
ing the church, for repairing. the sidewalks 
and for work upon the street were wrongly 
marked as paid. My duty to myself and to 
the church compelled me to make further 
inquiries, and 1 found even worse results. 
Dr. Ellis had asked for and received money 
from a prominent citizen to aid the church. 
He took the #200 thus offered, and made no 
mention whatever of its receipt to the 
church. 

“A meeting of the officers of the church 
was called. I charged Dr. Ellis with his 
misappropriation of the funds. Some of 
the elders ignorant of the true state of af- 
fairs naturally defended Dr. Ellis. This ig 
the quarrel be maintains I had with: the 
elders. He, however, frankly acknowl- 
edged that every statement was a fact, 
even his receipt of the $200, He asked for 
two weeks in which to pay the money. 
He was given three weeks in which to do 
so. The time expired on March 12, and he 
has not yet put in an appearance. s 

“In defending himself Dr. Ellis declared 
thatsome of the Hems he had madeup 
from memory, as the receipts had been 
stolen. The church had been robbed by a 
young man who is now at San Quentin for 
his offense. Many ofthe p.pers belonging 
to the church were taken away, but I dis- 
covered beyond question that these receipts 
had been returned to Dr. Elis, and were in 
his possession when he made out his report 
from memory, He knew the facts or could 
readily have ascertained them had he so 
desired. The statement submitted b 
me and by the session of the chnre 
were the same regarding 
financial matters, and Mr. Overstreet has 
since acknowledged that he did wrong in 
permitting Dr. Eflis to handle the money. 

“I deeply deplore the entire aifair. {t has 
a tendency to injure the church, andio a 
measure to reflect upon Presbyterianism. 
But when I made the charges you may be 
sure ldid so knowing my ability-to sub- 
stantiate them. ‘The evidence of Dr, Ellis’s 
own handwriting in his statement of our 
financial affairs, the factthat men who were 
announced by him as paid, but who are now 
demanding their money, and the fact 
of his deliberate concealment of the 
receipt of $200 until forced to ac- 
knowledge it, are in themselves enouch 
to establish his guilt. I dealt solely 
with facts, and made no accusation 
until the proofs were iu my possession. He 
alleges that I urged an increase of the debt 
of the church against bis wishes. I was 
cempelled to do so, for his actions made it 
absolutely necessary for us to raise money. 

‘“The matter is in the hands of the Judi- 
ciary Committee of the presbytery, and I 
have no desire to interfere inany way 
with the course of its investigation, [t has a 
moral duty to perform, and | have no doubt 
will do it in justice to all concerned.” © 

Regarding Dr. Eilis’ attack upon him per- 
sonaliy, Mr. Fraser would have nothing to 
say, as he did not deem it worthy of reply 
‘That he bad acted fairly in the matter he 
was assured. He had made his charges. 
both before the reverened gentleman and in 
the presence of the officers of the church, 
and again before the presbytery in open 


session. 

‘The Judicial Committee is actively at 
work investigating the affair with the aid 
of the officers of the church. Its result will 
be announced to the presbytery on Monday, 
January 30, 

Members of the presbytery are greatly ex- 
ercised over the matter, and it is said that 
at the conclusion of the present investiga- 
tion Dr. Ellis will probbably be tried by 
that body. 


THE POLL TAX. 


Discharged Soldiers Are Not Exempt 
Under the Law. 

There seems to be a misunderstanding in 
relation te parties. who are liable for poll 
tax. The following information isclear and 
conclusive upen the subject. 

Section 12, article 13, Constitution of the 
State of California, says: 

“The Legislature shall provide for the 
levy and collection of an annual poll tax of 
not less than 0n eve male inhabitant 
of this State, over 21 aod under 6° years of 
age, except paupers, idiots, insane persons 
and Indians not taxed. Said tax shali de 
paid into the State school fund.”’ 

Section 3546, Political Code, says: “The 
Assessor must demand paymert of poli tax 
of every person lisble therefor, and on the 
neglect or refusal of such person to pay the 
Same, be must coliect by seizure and sale of 
any personal property owned by such per- 

From this it will be seen that disabled 
soldiers and sailors are not exempt frum the 
payment of the tax.

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THE OLD LAND GRANTS. 


West of Los Angeles, stretching al- 
most from the border of the city to the 
ocean, isa series of Spanish grants, 
which remain almost intact to this day. 
The first as you leave the city ‘is the 
Hancock ranch, called La Brea, on ac- 
count of the asphaltum springs which 
abound upon it; brea being the Span- 
ish name for that substance. This 
grantis of one league, or nearly five 
thousand acres in extent. Next on 
the west comes the Denker ranch, aiso 
of one league, and then the Wolfskill 
of one league, and finally, bordering 
on the ocean for miles up and down 
the coast, is the Jones and Baker 
ranch containing several leagues, or 
* many thousand acres. These large 
land holdings, when compared with the 
country adjoining them, seem almost 
like great wastes, the bordering land 
being, as a rule, under a high state of 
cultivation, while the grants, if util- 
ized at all,are merely used for pastur- 
age. This must be regarded as an 
unfortunate condition of things for the 
community at large. Had these vast 
stretches of land been broken up into 
small farms, gardens, vineyards and 
orchards they would bave presented 
even a better appearance than the 
lands just outside, for the grants were 
invariably so located as to take in the 
best lands of the neighborhood, the 
grantees having the privilege of select- 
ing their specified number of acres or 
leagues from the larger exterior bound- 
aries. The contrast presented by these 
two kinds of land is very marked. 
Stretching all along to the north of 
these grants, quite from the city to 
the sea, is the foethill region of the Ca- 
huenga, already celebrated for its 
abundant production of winter-grown 
vegetables. These lands, though re- 
jected as. poor and undesirable 
by the grant owners when making 
ineir surveys, now demonstrate, by 
their vastly greater productions, 
Low much more useful the grant lands 
themselves might become if divided up 
into smal! farms and worked to advan- 
tage. It is clear that these league 
ranches are great obstacles in the way 
of progress. The prosperity of the 
country in which they -lie is kept back 
by them toafearfulextent This poor 
and rejected foothill region, for ex- 
ample, supports a tolerably dense and 
exceedingly thrifty population. No 
less than half a dozen school districts 
flourish there and nearly as many’ 
churebes. But on |. these large 
grants adjoining neither churches 
nor schoolhduse, nor cottage, nor 
pleasant home is seen. Orchards, 
vineyards, groves and gardens are 
strangers there, and all public improve- 
ments, like highways, are wholly want- 
ing. 

The Constitution of this State ex- 
pressly declares that ‘‘Cultivated ana 
uncultivated land, of the same quality 
and similarly situated, shall be asses 
at the same value,” and vet, as a rule, 
these neglected grant lands are rated 
for taxation far below the adjoining, 
and naturally less valuable lands. The 
wrong and injustice of this 1s too ap- 
parent for argument. 

By our system of taxing lands idle- 
ness is rewarded and thrift is pun- 
ished. The man whose industry adds 
value to his land pays dearly for his 
pains, while he who neglects his richer 
soil escapes thereby his share of the 
peblic burdens. 

As long as these grants are treated 
by the officers as mere wastes, their 
owners can afford to hold them for 
such increased value as may be added 
tothem by the industry of more en- 
terprising neighbors, but should as- 
sessors and boards of equalization do 
their duty and obey the Constitution in 
reference to them, areform would soon 
be brought about, and many a neglected 
spot would, in a little while, bud and 
blossom like the rose. 


A STRONG argumentin favor of the 
proposition which has been made from 
time to time, to prevent the increase 
of population among the criminal and 
insane classes, was furnished the other 
day at Fresno, where,in the trial oD SE 
murder case, the mother of the defend- 
ant testified that her husband, the 
boy’s father, was an habitual drunk- 
ard, and @ madman when drunk, and 
that he had beaten and injured ber 
shortly previous tothe son’s birth. The 
son was exactiv like the father, inherit- 
ing a love for liquor, and had been a 
drunkard ever since he waa 14 years 
vid. The only daughter of the couple 
is alsoa drunkard. It is certainly hard 
to hold such a man responsible for bis’ 


such a mau as his father to saddle the | 
world with progeny. To handle this 
question properly is no easy task.

WILL BE IN IT NEXT YEAR. 


Referring to the invitation to the 
northern counties to.participate in the 
citrus exposition at Chicago, the 
Marysville Appeal! says: 

Unfortunately, the orange trees in North- 
ern California were stripped of fruit sev- 
eral months ago, with few exceptions. It 
would not be practicable for the northern 
part of the State to muster enough good 
oranges at this time to make a fair showing 
at Chicago. Moreover, while the fruit 
of the southern section is now at its best; 
such oranges as have been left all winteron 
the trees in this part of the State have be- 
gun to deteriorate in quality. Though 
sweet, they have become pulpy and insipid. 
It would be better for the northern coun- 
ties to take no part in this Chicago display 
than to make a poorand meager showing. 
Next winter it will be in order tor these 
counties to open a show of their own in 
Chicago, between Thanksgiving and the 
Christmas season. Meanwhile they wish 
Soutbern California all possible success in 
immigration efforts. 


THe City Council yesterday decided 
to have a park out at Reservoir No. 4. 
The quostion isa rather complicated 
one. Some time ago, the city pur- 
chased the right to overflow certain 
lands adjoining the reservoir, aggregat- 
ing about sixty-six acres. This, of 


course, makes the land purchased prac- | 4 


tically the property of the city, as, while 
itis subject to the right of overflow, 
it is useless for any purpose, 
except, perhaps, as a fish-pond. 
Some persons having’ discovered 
that the city does not overflow all the 
land, evolved a plan by which they 
are togetaclean title from the city 
for half the land, in return for which 
they deed the city the right to use the 
other half, “for reservoir and park 
purposes.” As Councilman Tufts 
showed, the city can at present use 
the land for a park and still retain the 
right so overflow itatany time. How- 
ever, the deal was consummated. 


Tue Arizona Legislature which has 
just adjourned, accomplished a little 
more than most of its predecedsors. 
An appropriation of $30,000 was made 
for the World’s Fair; bills were passed 
exempting from taxation for a term of 
years, new railroads and beet-sugar 
factories; creating a company of fron- 
tier rangers to operate against rene- 
gade Apaches, and reducing the max- 
imum railroad fares from 10 
cents per mile to 6 cents. ‘lhe latter 
reform has been a bone of contention 
in the Arizona Legislature for many 
years. The fact that such a bill was 
passed furnishes an additional proof 
that the Southern Pacific is out of pol- 
itics—at least as far as Arizona is con- 
cerned. 


Tne latest suggestion for the solu- 
tion of the silver-coinage problem is to 
make adollar of gold and silver, me- 
chanically combined, first making a sil- 
ver coin worth 25 cents, with a hole in 


.| the center, and then pressing a plug of 


gold in the hole that is worth 75 cents, 
the number of grains of silver employed 
tobe fixed by Congress. Such adolilar, it 
is contended, would not only do away 
with the serious objections raised by 
all to the weight and size of the present 
silver dollar, but to the smailness of 
the gold dollar, also. England had a 
copper and silver coin of this descrip- 
tion some time ago, but it never went 
into general circulation. 


In the April number of Harper’s, 
Minister k. J. Phelps bas an article on 
the Bering Sea question. Mr. Phelps 
shows that England delays and en- 
gages in adiscussion of abstract and 
incidental questions, because she 
knows thatthe position of the United 
States Government is attacked and be- 
littled by opposition, and that the next 
election may bring into power a new 
administration, which may abandon 
the contentions of i redecessors and 
put the case on tirely different 
grounds. He adds that a nation 
divided against itself can never achieve 
diplomatic success. 


Tnx Philadelphia Times makes the 
following bold prophecy as to what the 
next Congress will do: 

It is now obvious to all that the new 
Congress willrepeal the McKinley tariff; 
that the House will pass the repeal by more 
thar a two-thirds vote, and thiat the Senate 
will repeal it by a decided majority with 
the possibility of a two-thirds vote to pass 
it over a veto. Such is the popular response 
to the McKinley monopoly tariff; such to 
the impressive political lesson of i890,

phia Times but that journal 1s not 
quite **all.”

THAT WASTE PAPER BASKET. 


Dime Museum Managers Anxious to 
Secure the Curiosity. 
{Sacramento cor. San Francisco Chronicle.] 

In the waste-paper basket investiga- 
tion this morning, Cashier Fogle of the 
Crocker-Woolworth Bank identided 
the greenback wrappers found in the 
library waste basket as those which 
had held $7500 in currency which, on 
last Monday afternoon, was paid to J. 
B. Jones, messenger of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company’s treasurer. 
Jones presented a check on the Ne- 
vada Bank, payable to the order of the 
bank, and the bank had indorsed it. 
The witness had no means of knowing 
what Jones did with the money. ; 

Otheg witnesses were examined—S. 
B. Sol#mon, one of Estee’s retainers; 
George T. Clark, one of the multitudi- 
nous attaches of the State Library, and 
J.T. Pike,a clerk of Welis, Fargo & 
Co’s agency at Sacrameuto—but 
knew anything pertinent to the in- 
uiry. 

The Attorney-General indulged his 
irrepressible prociivities for semi-j:di- 
cial utterances just before the investi- 
gation adjourned by remarking: “It 
is evident that either Mr. Jones or the 
Southern Pacific is in politics.’’ 

The investigation will be resumed on 
Monday. Neither W. B. Carr nor 
Harbor-Commissioner Brown has been 
subpoenaed. Messenger Jones has be- 
come suddenly as famous in polities as 
the State Library waste basket of 
which the Coronicle had so graphic an 
illustration. This basket, by the way, 
has suddenly become a coveted svu- 
venir, and the assistant State Librar- 
ian has already received several tempt- 
ing offers from curiosity hunters and 
dime museum managers. It may be- 
fore long be found in some New York 
or Chicago establishment appropriately 
labeled with a wax figure of a Senator-_ 
ial candidate groping in its déép- 
est recess. ‘lhe sensation of today, for 
every day of this session seems des- 
tined to have its special attraction, 
was the arrest of Assemblyman Lowe 
for assault and battery on complaint 
of Assemblyman Bledsoe. Two busi- 
ness men of Sacramento bailed the 
arrested lawmaker out, for the amount 
was only $10C. |

Members are now discovering 
that bad men, known as “legislative 
brokers,’’ have been selling their votes 
on pending measures, and they are 
loud in their expressions of virtuous 
indignation.. One member told me 
that he had reasun to believe that his 
vote had been sold no less than five 
times by a man who had first learned 
how be would vote. It is sad indeed 
that these good menshould be thus 
smirched by the unscrupulous brokers, 
but it seems never to have occured to 
these same Assemblymen to expose the 
rascals and expel them from the legisla- 
tive halls and lobbies. Perhaps they 
are afraid they might interfere with a 
long-established industry. 

ne good result has come from the 
threatened boodle investigation, and 
to hurry to ite end the present 
session. Tonight the Assembly has 
negiected the church for affairs of 
State, and the pending business is be- 
ing closed out with a rush. Of course 
many bad bills will be passed with the 
good ones, but the Governor can take a 
whack at them if he wants to. As this 
Legislature has not beeu favorably in- 
clined towhat bave been known as 
administration measures, the members 
can hardiy expect favors from the Ex- 
ecutive office. The Riverside County 
. Bill has bad such a boom that it is ex- 
ne to pass. It is said that Col. Dan 
urns is not opposed to it, 
though Lynch voted against Estee. 
In fact, it is stated that the 
Colonel would be quite willing to pun- 
ish Assemblyman Lynch by lending his 
influence in favor of the bill. 

The adjournment will, no doubt, 
take place on Wednesday, and if it 
does, the investigations will die with 
it. The House bas refused to allow 
the report in the case of- Elwood 
Brurer to be printed or entered upon 
its journal, so that when the session is 
ended, he will stand before the public 
as an injured man. Probably he will 
sue several newspapers for libel.

THE SIOUX. 


Views of a Pioneer Frontiersman— 
The Indians Not Conquered. 

Los ANGELES, March 22.—[To the 
Editor of Tug Times.] I enclose ex- 
tracts from a letter that I received 
from a friend of mine who has lived 
among the Sioux Indians for the last 
twenty-five years, and probably knows 
the Sioux character as well as anyone 
living, aud has written a dictionary and 
grammar of their language; he is one 
of the coldest missionaries there, and 
bis word ought to have some weight. 
l formerly lived onthe same reserva- 
tion with bim and know him to be a 
man who wouldn’t say what he thought 
was not so, and that he is not espe- 
cially biased against either the whites 
or the Indians.

Prne RipGe AGENCY (S. D.,) March 5, 
1891 


My Dear Dr. Corey:—On the day you 
wrote me from Honolulu, January 10, 
I left my present home, Madisun, 8. D., 
and have been roaming over the In- 
dian reservation from Standing Hock 
to Pine Ridge trying to get at the 
bottom facts in the recent Sioux war, 

I must confess that as yet lam ata 


breaking out of the Indians or a break- 
ing in of the whites. ‘The Indians cer- 
tainly did not break out, whatever they 
might have done by spring, but the 
whites, by the use of our army, cer- 
tainiy did breakin upon the Indians 
allaround. Ali the fighting done and 
depredations committed were in the 
Indian country except the tirst blood- 
shed, which was the killing of a young 
Carlisle graduate by some cattle men, 
(white) over on the ceded territory 
along the Cheyenne, where he (Plenty 
Horses, son ot Living Lear, at Rose- 
bud,) bad gone to buy tobacco and 
Sugar. 

Ihave no doubt that both whites 
and Indians are sadly to blame, and 
the whole affair is very complex and 
bas been of long development, so that 
the finger cahnot be put upon any one 
person or thing as the cause. 

Dissatisfaction at failure of the Gov- 
ernment to keep treaties, disappoiut- 
ment growing out of the work of Gen- 
eral Crook’s commission, huager here, 
aickness, failure of crops, etc., at other 
places, jealousy between the old 
heathen and the new progressive par- 
ties—all prepared them for a ready ac- 
ceptance of the ghost-dance and its 
bright promises. The ghost-dance

quered by the quiet influence of the gos- | 


pel of the Prince of Peace, and they are 
many. Had it not been so,and the Sfoux 
Indians unitedly undertaken to make 
trouble, no such army as ours would 
have been sufficient to subdue them. 

I go to Rosebud from here, was 
there last July. and found things a 
good deal as of old, but the recent 
war will set things back all around.

When assistance arrived and the 
room was lighted, Healy was found to 
have been badly injured as he bad re- 
ceived numerous cuts from the broken 
pieces of hiseye glass and blood was 
pouring down his face in streams.

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC AND THE 
BIG RIVER. 


Washout Near New Orleans—Atchi- 
son Finances—The Wind and 
the Wires® Localand 
Personal Gossip. 


Vice-President J. C. Stubbs is in posses- 
sion of the facts relative to the washout of 
the Southern Pacific’s line near New 
Orleans. He stated yesterday, says the 
Chronicle, that owing to the bursting of the 
levee there is now astrong and very fast 
running current which is rapidly cutting 
for itself a be@ at a point fourteen miles 
east of Algiers Or about twenty miles west 
of New Orieana. The company, recogniz- 


ing the impossibility of bridging

On 
to this the Sunset trains will be run within 
a week, and the cars are then to be trans- 
ferred to river steamers and ferried to New 
Orleans. Westof Algiers the line is in 
perfect condition, and the slip, whether 
used temporarily or permanently will 
not make any appreciable difference 
in the delivery of freight, as the detour 
only makes the journey ten miles longer. 
While this slip is being built freight 
to and from the -Atlantic seaboard is 
being delivered at Galveston by the 
company’s reguiar steamers instead of at 
New Orleans. From Galveston the short 
line of rail carries everything to Houston, 
and so to or from ‘l'exas and western points.

A. JURY IS EASILY SECURED. 


zler, Also on Trial—Horse Thief 
Heid to Answer-—Crimi- 
nal Notes. 


Atiast the trial of Henry W. Edelman 
has commenced. After numerous delays, 
and after the interposition of every techni- 
cality know to law, he at last appears be- 
fore the bar of justice to anawer tothe 
charges that have been preferred against 
him. 

Yesterday afternoon in Department One 
his trial commenced. He is charged on 
information with having presented, or 
caused to be presented, to a county officer a 
fraudulent claim for ailowance.

The warraut 
is of the date of Feburary 6, 1889 and was 
for lt was indorsed “F. A. Bliss, 
per L. B, Cohn.”

Charles H. Dunsmoor, ex-County Clerk, 
was the next witness. He testified that he 
was County Clerk in February, 1589, and 
that Edelman was one of his deputies at 
the same time in charge ot Department One. 
He identified the jury list above referred to 
as in the handwriting of Edeimapn. 

At this juncture the court adjourned until 
10 a, m. today.
